Guevara Wilson 
Clorina, 26, was taken 
into custody at about 
3:30 p.m. when local 
police tracked down tin- 
Acura sedan he was driv¬ 
ing on Rge. Rd. 15 just 
north of that road's inter¬ 
section with Twp. Rd. 
320 in Mountain View 
County west of the Olds- 
Didsbury Airport. 

Police had received 
information that a suspi¬ 
cious vehicle associated 
with the home where 


the bodies of Chona 
Manzano, 35, and her 
five-year-old son Gabriel 
Manzano were found 
had left the scene of 
the murders and police 
circulated details of the 
vehicle to nearby polic¬ 
ing agencies. 

Police had discovered 
Manzano and her son 
in “serious medical dis¬ 
tress" 

at roughly 12:50 
p.m. at a home in the 
200 block of Evanspark 
Circle NW in Calgary 
after a neighbour called 
911, a Calgary Police 
spokesman said. 

They were pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Police believe the sus¬ 
pect is related to the 
deceased woman and 
boy, but he is not an 
immediate family mem- 
her and did not reside in 


the same home. 

The father of the boy 
and other children linked 
to the home where the 
murders took place were 
found safe, police said 
on May 16. 

Acting Cpl. S.D. 
Bereza, a spokesman 
for the Olds RCMP, said 
police in Calgary located 
the suspect vehicle on 
Rge. Rd. 15 by “pinging" 
the suspect’s cellphone 
to locate the nearest cell¬ 
phone tower. 

Calgary police then 
sent information to Olds 
and Didsbury RCMP 
advising them that the 
Acura was in an area 
south of Olds. 

Bereza said Didsbury 
and Olds RCMP came 
across the car in a ditch 
on Rge. Rd. 15 and set up 
spike belts on the road¬ 
way north mid south of 


the vehicle’s location in 
case the driver tried to 
flee. 

Although police exe¬ 
cuted a “high-risk” take¬ 
down of the suspect, he 
added, the man surren¬ 
dered peacefully. 

Because police did not 
know if there were other 
people in the vehicle 
who may have fled the 
scene on foot, a police 


canine unit was brought 
in to search the area as a 
“preventative measure," 
Bereza said. 

A Calgary police heli¬ 
copter was also used to 
find and apprehend the 
suspect. 

Emergency medical 
personnel did attend to 
the suspect when he was 
taken into custody at 


condition since he had 
blood on his clothes, but 
Bereza said that no ii\ju- 
ries resulted from the 
arrest. 

Clorina was charged 
with two counts of 
second-degree murder 
on May 17 and his next 
court appearance was 
scheduled for May 21.

West glen School got a special visit 
from Spencer West on Tuesday, May 
14, as he stopped in to talk at a 
school assembly while on his way 
from Edmonton to Calgary. 

West walked from Edmonton to 
Calgary in less than two weeks - a 
feat in itself, but even more so due to 
the fact that his legs were amputated 
when he was a child due to a genetic 
disorder. 

Being without legs has not stopped 
him from doing great things with 
what he hits, as he has climbed Mt. 
Kilimanjaro in Africa, built a school 
in Kenya, and spent much of his adult 
life campaigning for Free the Children 
(FTC) and more recently, FTC’s Water 
Initiative, he said. 

His goal for the trek was to earn 
$150,000 for the initiative, through 
which $10 can provide clean water 
for one person in Africa for an entire 
year, he noted. 

While speaking in the Westglen 
School gym, he congratulated stu¬ 


dents on the efforts they made to raise 
money for his journey, which was 
announced at We Day last fall. 

“It doesn't matter who you are, 
where you’re front, we all have the 
ability and responsibility to help 
someone else,” said West. 

Westglen School’s vice-principal 
Carolyn Masse! said West was “one of 
the most inspiring speakers" that has 
ever come to Westglen. 

“I think he really struck a chord with 
the kids because they had - through 
their involvement with We Day... and 
because there’s been such heightened 
awareness about the cause that he 
was walking for, the kids really knew 
what he was all about and what he was 
hoping to accomplish,” said Massel. 

The students understood who he is 
and what he’s about before he visited, 
so being able to hear him speak to 
them was a confirmation for them and 
the effort they have been putting in to 
raise money for his cause, she said. 

“We had given him a giant cheque 
(at the assembly) for $1,570, and then 
that morning, RBC phoned and said 
we had overfilled our penny bags, so 
we had actually raised an

Westglen School 

Students at Westglen 
Middle School were col¬ 
lecting pennies the past 
couple of months to help 
provide water to people 
in Third-World countries 
that don’t have access to 
it. 

Free the Children 
(FTC), a charitable orga¬ 
nization that encourages 
sustainable development 
and education in Third- 
World countries, chose 
pennies because the 
peiuty is no longer being 
made, and this would be 
a good cause to put them 
towards, say officials. 

According to the FTC 
organization, approxi¬ 


mately 1.1 billion people 
don’t have regular access 
to unpolluted water, and 
2.6 billion people don’t 
have enough to satisfy 
basic needs. 

“So they have to find 
water front places like 
dirty ditches and rivers 
and lakes.” said Patrick 
Everett, a Westglen stu¬ 
dent who is part of the 
movement. 

Two thousand five 
hundred pennies will 
provide enough water 
for one child for a life¬ 
time, through the con¬ 
struction of wells. 

The school’s goal was 
to get 20 pennies from 
each student. 

To encourage bring¬ 
ing in pennies, a penny 


war was waged between 
grades to see which one 
could raise the most 
money. 

In total, they raised 
$750 in pennies. Along 
with the penny drive, 
students also sold floats, 
which raised $173; pop¬ 
corn, which raised $95; 
cupcakes, which raised 
$155; had a hat day, 
which raised $65; and 
sold tickets to a lunch 
lounge, which raised 
$457, according to vice- 
principal Carolyn Massel. 

Altogether, Westglen 
School raised $1671 
through the efforts of 
the We Day students. 

“I think we did a 
great job," says Jeff 
Thompson, principal 


of Westglen school, “1 
think the kids really 
came through for this.” 

We Day, an event in 
October, was what led 
these students to action. 
Students learned about 
FTC. Free the Children 
was founded by a boy 
named Craig Keilburger 
who learned about the 
problems going on in 
Kenya. This event was 
expanded to a world¬ 
wide event. We Day is 
all about youth empow¬ 
erment and creating a 
positive change in the 
world. 

They are trying to 
send the message that 
as a young generation 
they can still change as 
much as an adult.

Imposed 
settlements 
never the 
best solution 



The Redford government decision last week to 
impose a new contract settlement on Alberta teach¬ 
ers and school boards marks the end of more than 
two years of sometimes bitter and controversial 
negotiations. 

And while parents and students can now rest 
assured that there will likely be labour peace on 
the education front f or the next four years, the fact 
the settlement was imposed 
instead of being reached ami¬ 
cably does not necessarily 
bode well for future labour 
negotiations involving the 
Redford Tories. 

With almost all of the prov¬ 
ince’s school boards and 
Alberta Teachers’ Association 
(ATA) locals in support of 
the deal, the province had no 
m choice but to impose a prov- 

LrAN incewide settlement through 

SlNGLETON Assurance for Students 

Act, said Education Minister 
Jeff Johnson. 

“We made every effort to ensure all boards had 
the ability to reach a negotiated agreement,” said 
Johnson. “But after more than two and a half years 
at the bargaining table, we need to move forward 
with a deal that the nuyority of boards and teachers 
considered fair enough to adopt. 

“Legislating the framework agreement safeguards 
the education of Alberta kids in a stable and sup¬ 
portive learning environment and helps ensure we 
live within our means in these difficult fiscal times." 

The imposed settlement has not been universally 
applauded, with Wildrose official Opposition educa¬ 
tion critic Bruce McAllister expressing concerns that 
the government did not include school boards in the 
final negotiations. 

NDP education critic David Eggen said the imposed 
settlement is anything but good news. 

“This deal has proven to be not good for school 
boards, not good for teachers and students, and par¬ 
ents as well," said Eggen, “So perhaps the minister 
should take note and get back to the drawing board. 

“It shows the government has to wear this. They 
came out with a bad deal predicated on this idea that 
they were short of money, which is very debatable. 
Now they have to ram it through." 

With their comfortable majority, the Redford PCs 
can, of course, pass the Assurance for Students Act 
without trouble - and that’s something the opposi¬ 
tion parties can do nothing about. 

While it would have been better to have a mutu¬ 
ally agreed settlement rather than the government- 
imposed solution arrived at last week, the fact 
the negotiations are wrapped up is good news for 
Alberta students and parents. 

Keeping students in classrooms is in the best inter¬ 
ests of the province as a whole, and this new settle¬ 
ment will do just that. 

However, it would be a mistake for the Redford 
Tories to now believe that Albertans will necessarily 
support imposed settlements in future negotiations 
with other labour groups.

Alberta doctors, including those in 
Didsbury, are being asked to ratify a 
tentative seven-year agreement with 
the provincial government to provide 
physician services within Alberta. 

Covering the years 2011 to 2018, the 
agreement includes a three-year com¬ 
pensation freeze for doctors, with a 
pay increase in 2014. 

There would be a 2.5 per cent 
increase in each of 2014-2015 and 2015- 
2016, and for the final two years of the 
agreement, there would be a cost of 
living adjustment. 

A lump sum of $68 million would be 
distributed to physicians to address 
financial challenges and it is proposed 
that a physician compensation com¬ 
mittee be struck to oversee compensa¬ 
tion practices. This includes reviewing 
and adjusting relative payment rates 
or fees. 

The agreement also includes recogni¬ 
tion of the Alberta Medical Association

Fatal rollover 


A single-vehicle rollover proved fatal for a man on 
the way to Burnt Timber Provincial Recreation Area 
on Friday, May 10. 

Shortly after 6 p.m., a grey Dodge truck rolled 
over after passing a vehicle on westbound Twp. Rd. 
304, according to police. Police are not releasing the 
36-year-old man’s name, said Cpl. Warren Wright. 

He explained the driver had just completed passing 
another vehicle before the intersection of Rge. Rd. 
63, when hLs tires caught the shoulder of the road, 
sending the vehicle into the ditch. 

The truck then hit the embankment of Rge Rd. 53, 
sending it into the air before rolling multiple times in 
the ditch on the other side of Rge. Rd. 53, he noted. 

By the time emergency crews arrived, the man was 
already deceased, he added. 

Wright said the man, who was from Castlegar, B.C., 
was working as a carpenter in Water Valley. Police 
have notified the next-of-kin. 

The Cremona Fire Department attended as well 
as RCMP and a provincial investigator and collision 
analyst out of Red Deer, he said. 

“The truck had a lift kit and oversized tires which 
may have contributed to losing control," said Wright. 

“Yes, they’re pretty to look at, but when it comes 
to handling on road surfaces, it can be very tricky.” 

He added that the road was a paved rural highway 
and speed was a factor in the death.

“A male had attended this residence where there 
was a vehicle for sale, he spoke to the homeowner 
and then went into the residence, then said he was 
going to go out to get his wife who was parked out 
on the street,” said Jacobson.
